“In my eagerness to get them 
I soon found that the rail plane 
that is the one nearest to me, had 
sprung up and was above me and 
decided to get him. That was just 
what the other two fellows wanted 
me to do They knew that I was 
engaged with the ‘plane. above me 
and that they could probably get me 
from below and from behind. 
Finally I got the fellow I was pur- 
suing and sent him down. Then.!I 
pulled my control stick and ripped 
my right upper wing to ribbens.”* 

Capt. Rickenbacker stopped at 
this part of his narrative and took 
a long deep breath. He seertied te 
be living over again the thrilling ¢x- 
perience. 

“Well,” he continued, “I thought 
of all my friends and my enemies 
and a thousand thoughts seemed to 
crowd themselves into my mind eat 
this particular moment ag I was 
coasting down to what I thought 
was sure death, I was spinning 
down fast and the two enemy planes 
thought I was done for and aban- 
doned their attack. Then as a last 
resort, and contrary to all rules of 
theory and practice, I pulled my 
motor wide open and when within 
about 600 feet of the ground 
straightened out and sailed over to 
the firet line American trenches, 
where I landed lightly. Just before 
I tovk this wild chance I was going 
earthward at about 300 miles an 
hour.” 

Capt. Rickenbacker said he ha 
had a similar experience in pursuing 
Germans and had descended so sud- 
denly from a great height to a low 
altitude that it cracked his eardrum, 
which kept him in a hospital six 
weeks. 

“The ear gave me considerable 
trouble,” he said, “and developed 
into mastoiditis and I was operated 
on in Paris by Pr. Hubbey, an ear 
specialist, who made a good job. 
This flight that caused my ear 
trouble occurred about Chatexu 
Thierry when we were all outnum- 
bered by the Germans. On this oc- 
casion, I had seven enemy planes 
after me and was forced to fiy down 
10,000 feet to 600 feet at a speed of 
800 miles an hour. The sudden 
change of atmosphere was too much 
for my ear.” " 

Capt. Rickenbacker said he had 
iwenty-six enemy planes to his 
credit but expressed the belief that, 
he had sent down many more that 
were not officially, recorded. He 
wore tonight the D.8.0., and nine 
citations, the Legion of Honor dec- 
oration and the Croix de Guerre 
with three palms. He said that as 
an honor his squadron, which had 
sixty-nine planes to its credit, had 
been transferred to the army of oc- 
cupation ‘on the German frontier and 
that he would have liked to stay 
with it.

er referred to the wages of police- 
men as too low. Policemen stand- 
ing affably gbout smiled in sym- 
pathy.

They said this was but the opening 
wedge. 

There was no ranting or boasting 
of power, but a deep realization of 
the power behind therm.

farms in communities, with tiny 
villages in the center. bostiy, they 
are along the river courses. where 
the land is almost worthiess and 
the crops are poor. 
e may ride ten or twenty miles 
without passing a single habitation, 
then comes a little group of houses 
strung along the frosen stream. 
This village where I am writing has 
seventy log houses built along both 
banks of a narrow stream empty- 
ing. a few miles down, into the 
White Sea. 

HOUSE AND BARN. 
This particular one-story dwell- 
ing is constructed of heavy logs, 
marvelously jointed. Roughly esti- 
mated its dimensions are twenty feet 
wide and forty feet long. Adjoin- 
ing to rear is the stable, where the/ 
single horse is kept. The gen- 
eral utility kitchen occupies the 
front half of the house, a quarter 
of the s eing filled with a 
brick oven. 
This h h is the heart of the 
family life. At this early kour of 
the mornigg. while I am waiting 
for a change of horses after an all- 
night drive, the young mother is 
working with earthen pots before 
a blazing oven fire. A 6-year-old 
girl is helping her. 
The old grandmother comes in, 
carrying a bucket of water, with 
a lighted pine taper stuck in her 
mouth. From a coiled spring. sus- 
pended from the low celling, hangs 
a cradle, and as I write, the lusty 
cries of a strong-lunged infant are 
heard. The grandmother takes a 
flax spinning outfit and places it 
near the cradle, ties a string to her 
foot, and while her nimble fingers 
make thread from the raw flax, she 
rocks the cradle with her foot. 
The old grandfather comes in,_ 
smiling, when I give him the first 
cigar he has ever seen. Neighbors 
are dropping in to see the foreign- 
er, and, as they enter, they uncover 
their heads and face the ikon, the 
religious picture hung in the cor- 
ner. and cross themselves. 
Three hundred and ninety persons 
live in this village, giving an aver- 
age of two adults and three chil- 
dren to each home. 
Due to under-nourishment, 
eare, and lack of medica] attention, 
the mortality of the children under 
1 year is 50 per cent., and 70 per 
cent. under 56 years. 3 
It is a real case of the survival of 
the fittest, but the ones who live 
become strong, big-boned men and 
women. Forty per cent. of the 
population is flliterate. In the one 
single-room school the thirty pupils 
more than to 
read and write on account of the 
innumerable holidays in the few 
months of school. 
All the governing is done under 
the supervision of zemstvo corre- 
sponding to the American town 
board, but all the decisions of the 
communal life are reached by a 
vote of all of the men at the town 
meetings. This body also acts as a. 
court ot justice. The offictal local 
zemstvo is elected annually and 
that body picks the candidates for 
the district zemstvo, which ‘in turn 
is cores at the state govern- 
ment, 


munity. The farm land is accuired 
from the government for a long 
period free as a reward for clearine 
the forest. Fach family owns an 
equal share. Fvery ten vears a new 
division fe made so that the richer 
land is passed around. 

NO SEED THIS YEAR. 
Rye, corn and flax are the prin- 
cipal crops, but the land is so pour 
that it requires a great amount of 
fertilizer. Last fall the crops were 
almost a total failure and now that 
they have no seed for planting. 
many will be absolutely destitute 
when harvest time comea. 
In the epring most of the men in 
these villages on the rivers near the 
sea help to Fflant the crops. Then 
they foin the Jshing expedition to 
the Murman coast. The women, 
ehftldren and old men tend to the 
enitivation and harvesting. If the 
fishing season is successful the men 
return late in the fall. Durine the 
winter months the men are’ work- 
ine in the forest.

Although 
it has not yet. been demonstrated 
that this vaccine gives immunity 
from influenza, Dr. Powers asserts 
that the administration of the serum 
lessens the severity of the disease 
and gives practical tmmunity from 
pueumontia, which causes a large 
proportion of the total deathd. Phy- 
sicians of the health department are 


on duty from 8 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
for the administration of vaccine 


stations will be provided in other 
parts of the city. 

Twenty-three schools in this city 
are to be opened Monday morning 
by order of the Board of Educatibn. 
Pupils and teachers will be inspect- 
ed for indications of influenza be- 
fore they are permitted to take up 
their work.

IN HIS BONNET.” 


Bee Man Tells How to Handle 
"Em in the Farm 


Department. 


Are you afraid of bees? A 
lot of people are. Fear of 
getting stung keeps many from 
venturing intw the interesting 
and lucrative business of 
hohey production. Bee men 
say that the peevish bee is a 
creature of the imagination 
and that those who get stung 
do not know how to handle 
the honey-makers. Dr. E. R. 
Root, author of some of the 
best-known bee Iiterature, 
practical bee man and a lead- 
ing manufacturer of bee sup- 
plies, was in Los Angeles not 
long ago and while here gave 
a somewhat sensational dem- 
onstration of his confidence in 
the amiability of bees. He put 
a hatful of them on his head, 
scooped handfuls of them out 
of the hive and—well, there’s 
a page of rotogravure photo- 
graphs of the whole proceed- 
ing in tomorrow's Farm and 
Tractor Section.

The milis of justice, like those 
of the gods, grind slowly; but from their 
stones there is no escape. Democracy has 
wor a victory farther-reaching than its own 
forces have been able to grasp. Other mon- 
arehs have been overthrown in other times; 
the mortality rate of kings has always been 
high; but it remained for the present gen- 
eration to tear the robes of royalty from an 
unjust ruler and reduce him to the human 
stratum in which he rightfully belonged. A 
man may play the martyr on the scaffold, 
but not in the bread line. How incredible 
it seems that only six months ago this man, 
clad in the panoply of a conqueror, met in 
formal conclave with the Emperor of Ger- 
many on French soil to deliberate on the 
partition of Belgium, Serbia and Northern 
France! 


SUCH THING. 

“There can no more be peaceful! picket- 
ing than chaste vulgarity, peaceful mobbing 
or lawful lynching. There is no such thing.” 
This is the crux of a decision rendered on 
Thureday in the Second Division of the Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals, sustaining an injunc- 
tion to compel members of the Waiters’ 
Union of San Diego to cease what they 
called “peaceful picketing” of the Moore 
restaurant of that city. The term, “peace- 
ful picketing,” is a favorite one with 
the laborites. It sounds inoffensive enough 
but the court pertinently points out 
that it is as much of a misnomer as “law- 
ful lynching.” In actual practice, “peaceful 
picketing” consists in maintaining a block- 
ade before the place of business of some 
person or firm that refuses to be branded 
with the totem of the labor unions. Persons 
are “warned not to enter; after they leave 
they are often followed and maltreated. In- 
timidation is used to keep employees away, 
and those who refused to be frightened are 
often waylaid and beaten. The Second Dis- 
trict Court of Appeals has rendered a valued 
service to the cause of industrial freedom by 
characterizing “peaceful picketing” as a pub- 
lic offense. 


Some German officers have again got 
4nto print over their criticisms of the Ameri- 
can soldier.

OVERNMENTAL REGULATION OF 
DRIVES AND DRIVERS. 

Have you observed that the absent- 
minded beggar has disappeared from the 
Streets and the highways? He has been 
legislated against by the politicians and 
To solicit the price 
of a meal is to commit a misdemeanor; but 
form an association of professional mendi- 
cants and solicit $100,000,000, and you 
Promptly become a national! figure. 

Begging is none the less begging becanse 
it is organized on a wholesale plan and a 
co-operative basis, and the latter too often 
becomes a combination of begging and bilk- 
ing. When a patriotic impulse led the whole 
people to unite in qa vast soliciting commit- 
tee to market Federal securities in the form 
of Liberty Bonds, the professional solicitor 
took notice. Then came the “drives” for 
the other legitimate war activities. Giving 
acquired all the popularity of a fad. Con- 
gress haggled over tax schedules: but there 
was no haggling when the amounts were to 
be raised by popular subscription, No peo- 
ple ever responded more promptly or lib- 
erally to a patriotic need. 

Now the fighting has ceased and the 
patriotic necessity for the drives no longer 
exists; but the drives remain, like some dev- 
astating epidemic, to plague and to harass 
those who have turned to the task of re- 
pairing the ravages made by the war in their 
private exchequer. A SINGLE DAY’S MAIL 
BROUGHT TO THE TIMES THIS WEEK 
REQUESTS TO AID IN PROMOTING 
FPORTY-NINE DIFFERENT “DRIVES”; and 
the word “drive” was used in the literature 
referring to every one of them. Most of the 
requests were typewritten and accompanied 
by printed documents, The prospect of suc- 
cess was so good that the promoters had 
not hesitated to incur some preliminary ex- 
penses. 

Promoting a successful “drive” has proved 
to be immensely profitable. Even the gold- 
brick specialist delivers some kind of goads; 
the land shark sells something besides 
atmosphere; the “drive” promoter its the 
first one of them all to perfect a successful 
formula for getting something for nothing. 
The extent of the operations of these “drive” 
specialists is appalling. 

The New York Telegraph recently gave an 
expose of the wholesale robbery conducted 
in that city under the guise of alleged war 
activities. it showed that more than $400,- 
000,000 had been collected in subscriptions in 
that city alone by humbug “drives” that had 
nothing to do with war activities and that 
did not turn over a dollar of money to sol- 
diers or war sufferers. This sum is in addi- 
tion to the contributions to the recognized 
war activities. 

Speculating in patriotism is profiteering in 
its worst form, It has proved so profitable 
that it has attracted all the promoters of 
doubtful enterprises in the country. A pro- 
fessional secretary spends a few dollars for 
printed literature, forms an association on 
paper and the “drive” is on. He has three 
fields of operation: the mails, the newspa- 
pers and the social set. The government 
will not carry through the mails the liter- 
ature of a promoter offering land or per- 
sonal property at fictitious values; but It 
carries the literature of all those promoters 
organizing drives for vast sums and giving 
in return nothing at all. 

Obtaining money by trick and device is 
made a felony alike by State and Federal 
laws. Why has not that law been appiied 
to these fake drivers? Why is their litera- 
ture circulated by Federal mail carriers? 
Why is there immunity for rgbbery in this 
form while the gold-brick swindler and the 
fake mining stock promoter are put behind 
the bars? ) 

Government regulation has grabbed hold 
of so many industries that it has ended by 
becoming fashionable. We have govern- 
ment reculation of the mails, the railroads, 
the telegraph lines, telephone lines, cable 
lines, steamship lines; government regula- 
tion of what we shall eat and what we shall 
not eat, of what we shall drink and what 
we shall not drink. The government fixes 
the price of food, and regulates production 
through its control of the transportation 
systems, We have State and Federal regu- 
lation ad nauseam in every line of industry 
that is rich enough to pay the cost of a spe- 
cial commission. Why is it not extended to 
these so-called drives for patriotic or char- 
itable purposes? 

The Times recognizes that there are Cer- 
tain war activities and established charities 
that rightfully derive their support from 
public subscriptions. It is for the protection 
of these that The Times asks a strict gov- 
ernment regulation of every appeal to the 
public for charitable donations. The suc- 
cess of the fake drives discloses that the 
public as a whole cannot distinguish be- 
tween the true and the false. The Times 
has been shocked by the names appearing 
as indorsing some of the “drives” now un- 
der way. They are names of persons whose 
personal honesty and good intent cannot be 
questioned, but who have been deceived by 
unscrupulous charitable promoters. These 
people should be protected against them- 
selves, for the use of their names gives a 


mask of virtue to the schemes of the faking * 


promoters. It seems that there is never a 
drive so unworthy that an unscrupulous pro- 


moter cannot get some society woman to 


lend her name and her influence in its be- 


half. 

If the spirit of charity itself is not to be 
killed in the breasts of the present cener 
ation there must be some government action 
regulating these drives. The mails should 
be closed to the literature of every one of 
them that has not received formal State or 
Federal indorsement, The Times cannot be 
accused of favoring excessive regulation: 
but ff we are to have government control 
let there be less regulation of honest indus- 
try and a more careful investigation of all 
these schemes by which public subscriptions 
are solicited for some professed laudable 
object, but where the money collected all 
goes into the pockets of the promoters. 


The statement of Marshal Foch that {ft will 
be the duty of the Allies to keep a military 
force on duty in Germany interminablv, 
means that the United States will be asked 
to furnish a part of that police force. The 
marshal indicates that France cannot go on 
indefinitely bearing the mortgage of dispro- 
portionate military responsibility.

R THE PROTECTION OF AMERICA. 
Congress will soon be called upon to 
enact the most important legislative meas- 


ure of the present session. A bill drawn 


up by Congressman John L. Burnett of Ala- 
bama to restrict immigration for the next 
four years is already before a House com- 
mittee. The interests affected by the final 
form in which this bill is adopted are so 
varied, the results for good or evil, as the 
bill is carefully or loosely worded, are so 
far reaching that only the closest study of 
the whole situation and the most cautious 
handling <an ensure the success of the 
measure. 

Reasons for rigorous modification of jaws, 
that in the past have effected little restric- 
tion or regulation of the immigrant flood, 
have forced themselves on the consciousness 
of all thinking Americans. This flood has 
flowed too often from the most undesirable 
elements in Europe. Its quantity and quality 
have depended more on the profits from the 
traffic to be made by foreign steamship com- 
panies than on the industrial needs of the 
republic. One of the war's first lessons for 
Americans has been the necessity for a 
more thorough Americanization of the 
United States. This implies the exclusion 
from American territory of all newcomers, 
hostile to our institutions or imbued with 
doctrines dangerous to the safety of our 
people. — | | 

Therefore any new immigration laws 
should first of all provide against the admis- 
sion of reds, anarchists, disgruntled peace 
disturbers and long-haired fanatics, espe- 
cially from Russia, and Central and South- 
eastern Europe, where the evangels of the 
torch and bomb have carried on their most 
active propaganda. The next point should 
be to prevent any avoidable unemploy- 
ment during the readjustment of American 
business from a war to a peace basis. 

Certainly America needs no immigrants to 
fill positions to which our own people at 
home have the first claim. We don't want 
work done by foreigners at the expense of 
American citizens. We cannot afford to in- 
troduce an element of European unrest into 
our industrial life during the present grave 
crisis in world affairs. 

Of course America's first duty is to take 
care of her returned fighting men—to make 
sure that no soldier goes without work till 
the last possible vacancy has been filled. 
Our industrial system will in time absorb 
all the boys who directly or indirectly served 
their country during the war. The people 
themselves will see that it does so. There 
will be no displacing of returned soldiers 
from any position they care to occupy for 
the accommodation of newly-imported immi- 


grants. Any attempt at such a procedure 


would cause a popular explosion of T.N.T. 
proportions. 

But there is a kind of work, hard, 
gruelling, rough, dirty, back-breaking work 
that is especially repugnant to the American 
notion of living. None the less it is essen- 
tial work that has to be done by somebody 
for the good of the community. Our re 
turned soldiers will not do such work. Has 
any Californian, for instance, stopped to con- 
sider what would become of our great State 
vegetable and truck gardening Industry if 
its detail work were left to the restless and 
impatient genius of the homo Americanus? 
Californians would not be the best supplied 
citizens with fresh grown vegetables as 
they are today. Nor would they be shipping 
the surplus of their fruck gardens to near! 
every State in the Union. 

Or if the gangs of Mexicans laborers who 
do the hard digging and ditching, day in 
and day out, for railroad and construction 
companies, with no hope for promotion or 
chance for advancement, were abolished to- 
morrow by a stroke of the pen, 7 ould any 
American wish to see our returned soldiers 
or friends or relatives for whom they enter- 
tained ambitions take the place of those 
Mexican laborers in the pick and shovel 
brigade? If so, this is a democracy of labor 
that is not to be gathered from the conver- 


sations of men on the street. 


California is proud of her record as a 
sugar-producing State. But this magnificent 
record depends on the growth of the humble 
beet. And the humble beet grows very 
¢lose to the dirt, and it has to be thinned 
by hands that must burrow in the dirt and 
be topped later on by other hands that keep 
their owners close to the dirt. Very few 
Americans look or long for this kind of 
“half brother to the ox” existence. But 
somebody must attend to the wants of the 
humble beet or else our American boys and 
girls must forego their candy, and future 
sugar restrictions will not be enforced 
kindly by the benevolent Hoover, but harsh- 
ly by the law of unsympathetic want. 

To be frank, the American workman Is 
the aristocrat of the labor world, nor does 
he desire to sink his birthright to the level 
of the Chinaman and the Mexican. But the 
economy of production calls for Chinese and 
Mexican performance of unpleasant jobs 
that the American workman may be supplied 
with the more ambitious tasks for which 


his higher intelligence has fitted him. No. 


beet thinners, no sugar factories, no Chinese 
truck gardeners, no big commission houses 
to employ high-salaried clerks and account- 
ants. No pick and shovel men, no railroad 
engineers to support big labor union bosses. 

‘Should Congress pass a hard and fast law 
prohibiting all immigration for the next four 
years, Americans would have to tackle many 
unpleasant tasks that so far they have been 
able to find others—more competent in their 
lowly way—-to do for them. Possibly Amer 
jeans would not care to fill the places va- 
cated by the useful, hard-working, unambt- 
tious and unorganized Chinamen and Mexi- 
cans. For this reason The Times favors a 
temporary lifting of the exclusion law ban 
on Chinese labor, so as to admit enough 
Chinamen to carry on specified work in num- 
bers restricted to the actual necessity for 
such labor. Furthermore we urge on Con- 
gress in tinkering with the immizration law 
to take into account the undeniable fact that 
there are many necessary jobs at present 
filled by a class of laborers with which the 
American has no fntention of coming into 
competition. And this hard, rough, unpleas- 
ant toil creates the white collar-and-cuff 
occupations to which the promoters of anti- 
immigration laws wish to see still higher 
stipends attached. | 

But ft is a dangerous experiment. The 
stall of the dog doesn’t seem to be a very 
useful member, but if you cut it off he may 
bleed to death. While the need for re- 
etricted and regulated immigration its con- 
ceded on all sides, the drawing up of a bill 


to accomplish this end requires all the cau- 


tion and skill the nation’s lawmakers can 
collect from their combined ingenuity and 
statesmanship. Sometimes the present Con- 
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gress seems to attack each new legislative 
problem like a bull breaking through a wire 
fence. On this most important of all the 
measures before the nation it were well to 
take reasonable time for debate and so to 
avoid a snap judgment.

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THE HEART OF RUSSIA.

If anyone knows the heart of 
Russia It should be the “Little 
of the Revolution,” 
Catherine Breshkoveky, who has 
just reached this country via Viadi- 
vostok. At the beginning of the 
revolution, she was brought back to 


Petrograd from Yekutsk, the ex- 
treme point of Siberia, by the 
provisional government and _ 


ceived with almost regal honors by 
Kerensky and his associates. She 
is now, as always, the idol of the 
Russian people. Even the Bolshe- 
viki, although she has been most 
active in working against their 
regime, have not dared assassinate 
her, although her death has been 
nmiore than once reported. 
After more than fifty years of 
work for the enlightenment and 
freeing of her people, a large part 
of the time spent in prison or In 
exile, Mme. Breskovsky, on her re- 
turn to Petrograd, at once entered 
upon vigorous service for the new 
government in which she saw the ful- 


_fillment of her lifelong dreams. She 


saw, also, the dangers that were to 
beset it and at once began to or- 
ganize and instruct groups of “in- 
telligent men -:-and women to go 
among the masses and instruct and 
enlighten them — men, women, 
youths—even old people.” She al- 
so urged the importance of securing 
and preparing literature to aid in 
this work of preparing the ignorant 
for liberty. Under date of June, 
1917, this refharkable woman wrote 
to friends in America: “The 
think only of them- 
selves; they are not helping us. We 
need many good newspapers, cap- 
able of reaching the intelligence 
of our fgnorant people and show- 
ing them the truth about the present 
situation, the misfortune that awaits 
us if we lose the freedom we have 
gained.” 

The reminiscences and letters of 
Mme. Breshkovsky. recently pub- 


“Tished, give a vivid picture of one 


of the most remarkable characters 
known to the world—a woman of 
exhaustless courage, whose journey 
to the United States is a testimony 
to this—a woman of complete self- 
devotion and of keen insight. : 

On Jnly 24, 1916, she wrote in a 
letter to this country; “I respect 
the rights of every nationality. I 
desire full liberty for every peo- 
ple. Yet, I have a large family of 
my compatriots, too, that has its 
rights, its history, its own philoso- 
phy and faith; and as long as 
my people wish to develop their 
capacities as they think best, they 
must be left alone and have time to 
use their Innate energy and genius; 
on condition, of course, that they 
shall not meddle with the affairs 
of others. When ripe enough this 
will enable them to live a common 
life with thefr neighbors, with all 
the world. Perhaps the time Is not 
So remote as we think.” In the 
light of present events, this cer- 
tainly seems almost prophetic—it 
might well have been the reasoning 
which lead the Peace Conference 
to its present attitude toward Rus- 
sian affairs. | 

In 1915 she wrote: “I. do not Ifke 
to assure the world of the strength 
inherent In our people: it ought to 
be proved before speaking of it: but 
for myself, I believe in it with all 
the fervor of a soul that feels itself 
close to the soul of its people. Al- 
ready, the past ten years shows 
the gigantic progress that tis being 
made in the very entrails of our 
country. May the good God bless 
us all. And He will do it since 
our spirit aspires to the good of 
all.” Again she writes: ‘From 
patriotism as well as from indigna- 
against the ferocity of the 
Germans, I am hoping for the vic- 
tory of the Allies. And then the 
whole world would be the gainers, 


-by getting back to state of peace 


and being able to continue its work 
of culture—not destruction.” 

The presence of the “Tittle 
Grandmother” in Washington can- 
not fail to bring actual knowledge 
of the present conditions in Russia 
and wise suegestions as to the part 
we can play in helping the people 
of Russia escape from the tyranny 
of the irresponsible and criminal 
Bolshevikt. 


PEACE AND A WINGED WORLD. 


The record made recently by a 
huge Handley bombing plane which 
carried forty pasagmgers, In a test 
near London, was broken at Rock- 
away Saturday last when a new 
American navy seaplane, the NC-1, 
took the air with fifty persons 
aboard. 

Notable to the highest degree as 
an event by itself—think of the mar- 
vel of eleven tons of matter blithely 
flying through space under intelll- 
gent control at a possible rate of 
etghty miles an hour!—this trial at 
a New York water front f{s more tm- 
portant as an example of the extent 
to which airplane development pro- 
ceeded while the war was sfill an 
issue. Relieved from 
{ts strained attention to the battle- 
fields, the world may now view this 
develonment with a mind taking in 
both its rapidity and its hizh eco- 
nomic significance. From contem- 
plation of aerial wonders throngh 
the medium of the day’s news from 
France, we are passing to a “close 
up,” as the cinema man would say, 
of the flying miracle itself. 

Prophets who said that the war 
would be won in the air were in a 
large way wrong. The armistice 
came just as the flying forces of the 
Allies were ready for their peak of 
endeavor. That the adventures of 
peace are to be greatly those of the 
air it requires no gift of prophecy to 
see. The practicalities as well as 
the fascinations of fiying are upon 
us. Fifty additional aerial mail 
routes are already plotted. Other 
forms of public service aviation are 
being considered. Out of those who 
will buy airplanes for pleasure, or- 
ganizations will doubtless be formed 
to rival yacht clubs in numbers and 
enterprise. Our American plants 
ean build 150,000 planes annually 
now and are capable of expansion.

Gov. Stephens, it will be recalled,

‘gon would resign the Governorship 
and Mr. Stephens would automa- 
tically become Governor. 

In his race for the short or unex- 
pired term in Congress, Mr. Bene- 
dict won by a@ narrow margin. Joy 
Clark was a liast-minute candidate, 
and owing to the fact that his name 
was not printed on the ballots it 
he. necessary to write it on them. 
With such a handicap he received 
| about 10,000 votes, while Mr. Bene-
